REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Boards of Warner Elementary and High School 
Districts : 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 


The present Superintendent is in a position much like that of a 
vice president who is suddenly called to the president’s chair to 
serve a small balance of a presidential term. 

The present organization of the new supervisory union is 
recognized by all of us as likely to be of short duration. You have 
been formerly served by a man residing in Warner with only twenty 
teachers under his supervision. I cannot hope that the work of the 
writer, living some distance from Warner with forty-five teachers 
in his union, will not seem unsatisfactory to you as compared with 
previous years. 

I trust that next year it may be possible for you to realize your 
hope to have a permanent union organized with Warner as a center. 
As the economies practiced by the last legislature make it necessary 
to drop several more superintendents next year, it seems likely that 
your permanent union will have no fewer teachers than the present 
one. 

In the somewhat unpleasant position in which we have been 
placed I wish to thank you, the teachers and the people of the com- 
munity for the unfailing helpfulness and kindly consideration that 
has been shown toward me. I! mention this here to give it the 
“emphasis which it deserves rather than at the close of this report 
where it might seem a merely perfunctory expression. 

The tendency during these years of depression has been to in- 
crease the load of teachers. The tools with which teachers work: 
textbooks, supplies, maps, etc., cost so little as compared with the 
total cost of the schools that I have felt that a small part of the 
savings made on teachers’ salaries should be expended in furnish- 
ing the teacher as many of these needed tools as possible. I have 
bought as many of them as J dared hope you would approve. 

As the clouds of depression lift I urge that you consider means 
of reducing somewhat the load of both the elementary and high 
school teachers in order to secure the highest efficiency.
